degenerating. We have, indeeed, seen some 
old betdame while gazing on a youthful party 
dancing ‘on the green, roll up her eyes de- 
voutly, shake Iugubrionsly her mob cap-and 
exclaim, “such things were not allowed in my 
young days, truly this is getting to be a sad. 
sad world.” For onrselves, a careftil reading 
of bistory and a noting of events, has abou!

fain have us believe, and that on the whole 
we are neither much better nor worse than 
onr fathers before us. Mankind is pretty much 
the same all over the world. and it requires a 
considerable degree of Pharasaical hypocricy 
for any one community to claim all the virtue, 
and al! the enlightenment, and al! the morality 
extant. upon the earth.

then.” We kaew twe or three dissatisfied 
souls who are eternally railing at the soldiers, 
and who have prodably worked themselves 
into the pleasant betief that the aforesaid 
soldiers have been the Lane of the Territery 
“and the curse of the people. Without pana- 
ing just now to inquire into the motives which 
impel sach belief—or at least its expression — 
let us look for a moment at a few patent facts. 

For years had the people toiled by day and 
prayed by night, in uncomplaining poverty. 
The produce of their farms had neither mar- 
ket nor oatlet, and, eaving the few more high- 
ly favored than the mass, it was a bard matter 
to eke out a telerable existence. Now, pros- 
perity smiles all ever the land. Money, which 
was once @ curiosity, is plenty. Men who, a 
few years since, industrions as they were, 
were steeped in poverty, now rejoice in ad 
ample competence for themse! ves and ‘amilies. 
Our merchants are driving a thriving trade, 
and from its enormous profits are building 
stately edifices for their stores. Their namber 
ts more than four-fold increased, their stocks 
are larger and more varied, every article of 
comfort and luxury is brougbt to onr marts, 
and there is money enough scattered among 
the people to justify these importations, or 
they would not be made. All things speak in 
unmistakeable terms of the present prosperity 
of the people of Utah, and are in striking 
contrast to the condition of affairs two years, 
or even one year ago. 

Last year at this time, for instance, with but 
an ordinary harvest in prospect, barley soid 
on our streets at from 80 eta to $1 per bushel. 
To-day ® brings readily from $4 50 to $5, 
with a most bountiful harvest awaiting the 
farmers’ scythes. Last year four was 
in the’ market at $4 per ewt; to-day it is 
worth $20. and all other products of the farm 
rate preportionately bigh. 

It is pot claiming too mucb te say that the 
presence of troops in Utah has either direetly 
or indirectly contributed mainly to this state 
of things. They have fernished a home mer- 
ket for many of the prodnets of Utah, which 
was before wanting. They have infused 4 
spirit of enterprise among all classes of the 


commupity. They bave pointed outand are’! 


trious and warthy men of alt: occupations are 
flocking hither to dwell among our mountains | 
and toil in the valleys. The farmer gets re- 
| paid for his toil, not because of church edicts 
| or combinations to raise prices or depreciate 
fcurrency, but because all over this broad 
world the laws of supply anf demand regu- 
late the prices and the course of trade. 

Perhaps it is true that a yearor two ago 
Main street was a little more quiet and wore 
a more sober hne, anda Sabbath stillness 
reigned thronghout the week ; yet we do not 
regret the change, and see much in it for the 
people to be thankful for, We are not, on the 
whole, much worse than we were then, while 
the great mass are happier, more comfortable 
and more prosperous.

The Indian Troubles East. 

In another column will be found special 
and private dispatebes conveying the latest 
news from the East relative to Indian troubles. 
From the stage passengers who arrived yester- 
day at Bridger, we learn that 275 were at the 
crossing of Green River, well armed an@moun- 
ted. They had surrounded several trains and 
were helping themselves promiscnonsly to 
everything they wanted. Citizens were in 
great fear. The Indians had crossed Green 
River and robbed the Mail Siation of pro- 
visions. 

The Indians seemed to be bent on plunder 
to satisfy their immediate wants, and as yet 
have not destroyed property or attacked emi- 
grants. It is surmised that they are a war 
party on the hunt for the Snakes, and it may 
be that they will not seriously interfere with 
the stages or the emigration. 

One hundred mounted men, under Capt. 
Baldwin, Ist Nevada Cavalry, with a nroun- 
tain howitzer, have been sent out from Brid- 
ger to punish the marauders—should the re- 
ports be trre, and to protect the road. We 
feel awthorized to promise that the emigrant. 
stage and telegraph roads in the District ef 
Utah will he speedily cleared of marauders: 
and amply proteeted from molestation.
